State gives okay

An application filed by the Romulus Community 
School District for preliminary qualification of new 
school building bond issues has been approved by 
the Michigan Department of Education, School 
Superintendent Robert L. McConeghy announced 
Monday. 

The action by the Department of Education will 
lx' pressed to the Romulus Board of Education at its 
May 1(1 meeting, whentheschool board is expected 
to take official action on submitting the new bond 

proposals to the school district’s electorate at the 
June 14 election. 


The application for preliminary qualification 
was filed by the school board following an in¬ 
formational meeting held in the auditorium of 
Romulus Senior High school, April 26. 

McConeghy reported that the State Department 
of Education must approve the application before 
the bond proposals can be presented to the voters. 

The lxmd proposals will be presented as separate 
bonding propositions. 


The proposition approved by the state agency 
calls for a bond issue in theamountof $10,773,000 
for the construction of three new' elementary 
schools, one new junior high school, additions to 


lour elementary schools, additions to the senior 
high school and general repair atthepresentsenior 
and junior high schools. 

The second proposition calls for the issuance of a 
$l ,250,000 bond issue to finance the construction and 
equipping a swimming pool addition to the high 
school. 

The school district’s student projection for the 
1971-72 school year is 6,447. And student count as of 
March 26 stood at 5,921. McConeghy reported. 

The estimated student membership in the next 
five years is reported at 8,777 he said.

He further charged that the 
firemen ignored several pleas 
to put out the fire.

legislature. The majority in the house approved this 
compromise by a 69-59 23 vote. It passed in the 
senate. 27 to 5. 

The bill was sent to Governor Brickley for 

his signature. (Governor Milliken was out of the 
stale attending a national republican governors’ 
conference.) 

There were a number of other important features 
of this bill. It raised the annual fee for uninsured 
motorists from $35 to $45 and eliminated the $1 fee 
which insured motorists have had to pay into the 
fund each year when they purchased their license 
plates. There was a provision, however, which 
would permit reinstatement of the $1 fee if there is 
any danger of the fund becoming insolvent. 

Tlu» agreement also permits the secretary of state 
to settle claims involving an unidentified uninsured 
motorist, retains maximum benefits paid out of the 
fund at present levels (The house had sought to 
increase maximum benefits),and delays the start of 
interest payments umtil the 1973-74 fiscal year. 

There was not complete satisfaction with the 
compromise, even from the house members om the 
conference committee, but it was felt it was

necessary to support the bill because of the pressing 
need lor'monev for welfare. 

It is expected that there will be further bills which 
will attempt to correct some of the faults in the 
original loan legislation. 

One positive note was that the compromise did at 
least include almost all of the principles supported 
bv the house. 

On the same day that it approved this com¬ 
promise, the house passed a senate-approved bill to 
appropriate an additional $5 million to the social 
services department, clearing the way for payment 
of the week’s welfare checks. 

The social services department was holding back 
some $1.6 million in checks because they could not 
|>e sent out withot the supplemental appropriation. 

The day the appropriations bill cleared the house 
was the first day that the welfare fund went dry 
However, barring delays because of late mailing, 
welfare recipients should have received their 
checks on time. 

The appropriation also will enable the social 
services department to pay blue cross and blue 
shield for medicaid payments made to doctors, 
hospitals, pharmacists and others.

Land and labor 
charges are borne by the local 
village. The balance ($31.80) 
of the money was sent to the 
north of Peru which suffered 
from the violent earthquake of

The 
people of Camacani speak 
their Indian tongue but also 
learn to read and write in 
Spanish. All of our 
correspondence goes in 
English.

After one 
appeal to the public, three 
persons volunteered their 
services: Mrs. Theora Cass of 
Westland, a former teacher in 
Romulus: Miss Connie Riggs 
of Belleville, a former Peace 
Corps worker in Latin 
America; and Mr. Mario 
Monroy of Romulus who was 
born and raised in Mexico 
City. 

As this project develops 
there may be need for more 
•help. 

Our long range goals are to 
promote an awareness in the 
minds of our children that 
distance and language 
differences do not have to be a 
barrier to international 
understanding and friendship. 

We wish to share in the 
development of a specific 
group of people toward self- 
reaization on their own terms. 
We wish to learn more in 
depth of the life and times of 
the people of Camacani.

“Little Murders,” the nightmare our cities are becoming, 
was generally dismissed as too farfetched when it was 
written, but when seen here at the Vest Pocket is was noted 
how rapidly Jules Feiffer’s fantasy was catching up with 
reality. 

There was one consolation then. The locale of “Little 
Murders” was never mentioned, it was easy to to dismiss it 
as some nightmare Never-Never Land. The new Feiffer 
film, however, is quite specific; the locale is New York, New 
York today and fantasy has edged so close to reality the two 
are almost inseparable. 

“Little Murders" concerns the Newquist family, which 
lives in an apartment with bolts and locks and chains on the 
door because muggers and burglars roam the corridors. 
Their most faithful phone caller is a deep breathing masher. 
The snipers prowl the streets and their eldest son was shot 
down on the streets of the west side. 

Far more hprrible than the background, however, is the 
ultimate acceptance by the Newquistsof this state of siege as 
inevitable. An aggressive daughter, Patsy, the play’s most 
vital chaacter, is shot down by a sniper while in the arms of 
her husband; the Newquists move on. A police detective 
cracks under the onslaught of hundreds of unsolved murders 
and departs in psychotic hysteria ; the Newquists go on.

Their ultimate destination is Feiffer’s most bizarre jest. 
“It’s so good to see my family laughing again,” Mrs. 
Newquist smiles at the end. What has made her family happy 
is the excitement of joining the savages — they have bought a 
rifle and joined the window marksmen. 

Unfortunately, Feiffer’s dramatic lack of discipline is still 
present. The terror of the ending, if terror there can be, must 
come from an assessment of what New York today can do to 
an average family. But because of Feiffer’s love of parody, 
the Newquists are no average family. 

Alfred, Patsy’s husband — played by Elliott Gould in what 
seemingly is becoming the only way Gould can play, as the 
world's most abused figure — is a photographer who 
photographs excitement, the continued victim of beatings 
who daydreams while being pummeled, a man who tape 
records his parents’ answers to psychological questions 
about himself because he can’t remember anything before 
the age of 19. 

What surprise is there that such a man would get a rifle and 
use it? Such a man, or any of Feiffer’s other grotesques, 
could do anything. With such parodies on the screen, horror 
must take second place. 

Alan Arkin directs in a wholly unsubtle way. Gould is 
almost catatonic; his wife, Patsy, is played by Marcia Rodd 
as a super-healthy Wonder Woman. Several cameo roles are 
offered equally unsubtlely, including Donald Sutherland as a 
hippie minister, Lou Jacobi as a screaming, old-fashioned 
judge and Arkin himself as the disintegrating detective. 

What keeps “Little Murders” from being a little master¬ 
piece is Feiffer’s use of much too much ink in his drawings. 
There are no fine shadings left.

SECTION 6. PENALTIES 

Anv person who shall violate or neglect or refuse to 
comply with or who resists the enforcement of any of the 
provisions of the ordinance, on conviction thereof by a

BUILDING ORDINANCE 


BUILDING ORDINANCE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN^ 


An ordinance to prevent the erection of nuisances, to 
preserve the public health, to prevent the erection of 
unsafe buildings, to promote the safety, good government 
and general welfare of the inhabitants, by regulating all 
matters concerning or pertaining to the movement, 
construction, alteration repair or additions to all 
dw ellings, garages and other buildings, and their location 
in the Township of Van Buren, and creating the office of 
building inspector, and penalties for the violation thereof. 
THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


ARTICLE 1. 

SECTION 1 

ia) That this ordinance shall be know'n as the Building 
Ordinance of the tow'nship of Van Buren. 

ib) That new buildings or structures hereafter erected 
or altered or repaired in the Tow'nship of Van Buren shall 
conform to all requirements as herein set forth, and all of 
said requirements shall apply to buildings moved into the 
township, and every alteration or repair or relocation of 
an existing buildings in the Tow'nship of Van Buren shall 
conform to the requirements of this ordinance. 

SECTION 2. BUILDING INSPECTOR. 

The township shall employ a building inspector and 
such other inspectors as are necessary w'ho shall perform 
such additional duties as shall be delegated to such 
building inspector, or inspectors. 

SECTION 3. PERMITS 

(a) Before any w'ork shall be performed or construction, 
alteration, repair or relocation of any building or struc¬ 
ture commenced, application for a building permit shall 
lie made to the building inspector, which application shall 
be in writing, signed by the ow'ner of the property or his 
duly authorized agent, and such application shall be ac¬ 
companied by tw'o complete sets of plans either on 
blueprint paper or in pen and ink, made to scale, showing 
the lot number or numbers and subdivision and the actual 
dimensions of the lot or lots to be built upon, and all plans 
for new buildings, additions to or alterations of existing 
structures shall indicate the size, type of construction, use 
and general specifications of such new' buildings and 
existing structures. 

ib) If such plans and specifications meet the 
requirements set forth in this ordinance, the building 
inspector shall issue to the applicant, upon payment of the 
required fee, a building permit, which permit shall be 
maintained by th6 applicant in a conspicious place on the 
premises where the building operation is in progress. 

(e) No work shall be commenced until such building 
permit shall have been issued: and no permit shall be 
valid unless work shall be started w'ithin six (6) months 
Irom the date of its issuance and such work shall be 
completed within one (1) vear. 

SECTION 4. BOARD OF APPEALS 

ia) The township board of the Tow'nship of Van Buren 
shall constitute a board of appeals, w'hich shall have the 
jjower to hear complaints to the orders and decisions 
made by the building inspector. 

(I>> The township ixnird shall have the pow'er to issue 
|X‘rmits or overrule orders and decisions of the building 
inspector. 

id The township board shall have power w'here par- 
lieulor difficulty or apparent or unnecessary hardship will 
result from carrying out the strict letter of this ordinance, 
to determime if the case involved will be a violation of the 
intent of the ordinance and the public health and safety 
jeopardized, and may modify any of the provisions of this 
ordinance where justice demands such action, provided 
ihe public health and safety are not jeopardized. 

ul) Any person considering himself aggrieved by any 
action or decision of the building inspector may w'ithin 
thirty (30) days from the date of the ruling appeal to the 
township board, provided that the aggrieved shall state in 
writing the subject of his grievance. . 

SECTION 5. FEES 

Rui|ding permit fees are hereby established as Six 
($600) Dollars for the first One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars of valuation and Two ($2.00) Dollars for each 
additional One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars of valuation 
or any part thereof.

CITY OF ROMULUS PUBLIC PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION ORDINANCE 


* ORDINANCE NO. 71-5 
£ SECTION I. GENERAL PURPOSE 

£ The General purpose of this act is to establish a system 
£ ol Personnel Administration that meets the social, 

£ economic and programmed needs of the people of the City 
£ of Romulus. This system shall provide means to recruit, 

£ select, develop and maintain an effective and responsive 
£ work force, and shall include policies and procedures for 
£ employee hiring and achievement, training and career 
$ development, job classification, salaried administration, 

£ retirement, fringe benefits, discipline, discharge and 
£ other related activities. All appointments and promotions 
£ in the City of Romulus service shall be made without 
$ regard to sex, race, religion or political affiliation and 
shall be based on merit and fitness. 

£ SECTION II. CAREER SERVICE 

a. The career service shall be a permanent service to 
£ which this ordinance shall apply and shall comprise all 
X tenured positions in the public service now existing or 
$ hereafter established, except the following: 

£ 1 The Mayor. Clerk. Treasurer, City Council and other 

elected positions. 

£ 3. Members of the Boards and Commissions, Judges and 

£ Heads of Departments appointed by the Mayor. 

£ 3. Persons employed to make or conduct a temporary 

£ and special inquiry investigation or examination on behalf

The members of the 
Board shall serve tpur-year terms. However, with the first 
Board appointed, two of the members shall serve or be 
appointed to four-year terms, two to three-year terms, 
Uwo to two-year terms and one with a one-year term. Their 
successors in turn will be appointed to four-year terms. 
The Board shall elect one of its members as Chairman. 

A member of the Board may be removed by the Mayor 
only for cause with concurrence of a majority of the City 
Council, after being given a copy of the charges before the 
Mayor. The Board, upon request of the Mayor, or its own 
initivative, will have a responsbility of providing advice to 
Council on all aspects of public personnel administration 
including, but not limited to, man power utilitization, 
man power training, employee greivances and employee 
salaries. Adequate annual appropriationsshallbemade to 
enable the Board to carry out effectively the provisions of 
this law. 

SECTION V. HEARING OFFICER 

There shall be a Hearing Officer, appointed by the 
Citizens Personnel Advisory Board. The Hearing Officer 
may only be removed by the Mayor for cause with con¬ 
currence of a majority of the Cjty Council, after being 
given a copy of the charges against him and an op¬ 
portunity to a public hearing before the Mayor and City 
Council . A copy of the charges and a transcript of the 
record of the hearing shall be filed with the Citizens 
Personnel Board. 

It shall be the duty of the Hearing Officer to represent the 
public interest by reviewing employee appeals resulting 
from alleged < adverse employer action, including but not 
limited to violations of this ordinance or the rules or 
regulations proclaimed thereunder, unwarranted 
emotion, dismissal, or suspension. During such review, 
lx)th appealing employee and appointee authority or other 
persons who’s action is being reviewed shall have the 
right to be heard publicly, be represented by a person of 
his choice, and to present evidentiary facts. At the hearing 
of such appeals or grievances, technical rules of evidence 
shall not apply.

The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources has 
ordered a geological study of 
the effects of salt mining near 
the Detroit River following a 
cave-in that 1 a 30-foot-deep 
crater. 

The cave-in, 200 feet across, 
happened Jan. 9 on a six-acre 
site owned by the BASF 
Wyandotte Chemical Corp. on 
Grosse Isle, downriver from 
Detroit. 

Stale geologists said any 
future cave-ins possibly could 
cause injuries, damage 
property, or spread salt to 
the river. 

Robert Ives, geologist for 
the Department of Natural 
Resources, said that his office 
would not issue Wyandotte 
another permit for another 
drill site until a study of the 
area is made. 

“There are limits to this 
kind of drilling and Wyandotte 
Chemical knew what they 
were. They just moved too 
much salt out of there, that’s 
all.” he said.

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Design contract awarded for jail renovation 

Planning of the $1.5 million negotiated with the firm nrtHin™*! ~_ . . 


Planning of the $1.5 million 
renovation of the Wayne 
County Jail which was 
ordered by the County Board 
of Commissioners is 
underway following award of 
a design contract for the 
project by the County Board of 
Auditors. 

The design contract was 
awarded to the Shorter- 
Germany Organization bi- 
racial architectural- 
engineering firm located in 
Detroit. 

A complete overhaul of the 
plumbing, ventilating and 
electrical systems in the old 
section of the jail will be done 
to improve living conditions 
for the prisioners. 

The • Board of 

Commissioners earmarked 
$1.5 million in last year’s 
county budget for the project, 
but the start of work was 
stalled for more than a year 
by the severe overcrowding at 
the jail. 

Shorter-Germany headed a 
list of three firms which was 
established by a county 
interview board. The contract 


negotiated with the firm 
provides that its fee will 
consist of 8.5 percent of the 
cost of the project. 

This,means that if the total 
cost of the renovations 
amounts to the full $1.5 million 
allocated by the Board of 
Commissioners, Shorter- 
Germany will receive 
$117,500. If the project costs 
less, the design firm will 
receive proportionately less. 

County Buildings 
Superintendent Edward J. 
Bresnahan said design is 
expected to be completed this 
summer in time for the letting 
of contracts for the actual 
renovations by September. 

After lengthy negotiations, 
the City of Detroit recently 
agreed to allow the county to 
transfer some 150 jail 
prisoners to the Detroit House 
of Correction (DeHoCo) to 
clear the way for the 
renovations at the jail. 

The Board of 

Commissioners appropriated 
$470,000 on April 2 to cover the 
cost of fencing in two barracks 
at DeHoCo and to hire 47

additional Sheriff’s deputies to 
guard the compound and 
transport the prisoners 
between the city prison near 
Plymouth and the downtown 
courts.

The jail, designed for about 
1,200 prisoners, have housed 
as many as 1,550 in recent 
years.

You've heard of the “jet set” - that elite group of V.I.P.s 
who can jet around the world to enjoy the dulca vita? 

Now comes the “pro set”, which is causing many of the 
prep coaches a lot of headaches. 

The “pro set" is one set of games, usually longer than the 
traditional set, in which a contestant must win eight games 
by no less than two.) 

“During a pro set type of contest you’ll have one longer 
game, but shorter matches,” explained Donald Aldrich who 
replaced Dick Davey as the head tennis coach at Westland

“1 think we are the only league in the area that is trying 
this innovation on the high school level. The Northwest 
Suburban League is using the new’ method because of the 
time element involved. 

“When we had two equally matched tennis players their 
game could last for three hours and obviously that could 
cause problems.” said the rookie coach. 

You'd think that Aldrich would be an avid advocate of the 
new method, but he isn’t - he w'ould rather stick to the longer 
traditional method of playing the best of three sets to decide 
the match. 

Why? 

“I would prefer the kids get as much tennis experience as 
[xjssible. With the traditional method of the best of three, the 
players were getting more playing time in,” he explained. 

The 28 vear-old graduate of Flint Northern who holds a 
l’> A. in education from Eastern Michigan University and a 
masters in administration will receive his education 
specialist degree this summer. 

It s his first head coaching job and he finds it challenging. 
Aldrich pinpointed the reason why some method to cut 
tennis* playing time on the high school level was needed: 
“baseball teams and tennis squads usually shared the school 
bus when travelling.” 

“Since a baseball game would take about two hours and a 
lennis meet sometimes went 2'u and 3 hours, something had 
to be done.” he said. He quickly pointed out - “I don’t think 
this will actually solve the problem.” 

Aldrich had another gripe that he wasn’t afraid to vent in 
the press: the problem of coaches stacking their lineups. 

"It’s pitiful. A lot of coaches manipulate their talent so 
that. lor example, if he knows I have a strong No. 1 singles, 
he throws his second or third singles against him and shoves 
his best player against a weaker one of mine so he can win a 
point.” 

Aldrich would like to see something done about stopping 
this unethical practice. 

“One of the last sports left with honor is tennis. It’s a 
gentlemen's sport.” Aldrich said. “Please don’t misun¬ 
derstand me - I'm not knocking the other sports like football 
and baseball and basketball, but tennis is a ‘gentlemen’s’ 
game " 

“But a lot of high school coaches are playing it on a ‘win at 
all costs' basis as do the pros - ‘be unethical, but just win’ and 
I don't believe in that philosophy at all. 

“I feel coaches should play their men by their ability and 
quit stacking lineups.”

“Perhaps one of the reasons 
is that much of that fat we eat 
is hidden,” says Miss Ada 
Shinabarger, Michigan State 
University consumer 
information specialist. “Fat 
sneaks into our diets when we 
drink milk and eateggs, meat, 
poultry and fish.” 

We also consume fat when 
we eat baked goods, candy 
and ice cream, potato chips, 
French fries and fish sticks, 
reports Miss Shinabarger. 
“On the average, more than 40 
percent of our calorie intake is 
fat. Or about twice as much as 
we need.” 

Fat contains more than two 
limes the calories found in an 
equal amount of protein or 
carboyhydrale, $0 it is a real 
culprit for individuals who 
need and use less calories. 

The best place to start 
reducing fat in the diet is with 
foods that contributed fat and 
little else. Table fats, foods 


fried in fats, pastries and 
other rich desserts are good 
examples. “Unfortunately, 
they’re the foods some of us 
like best,” Miss Shinabarger 
says. 

Cutting back on meat, dairy, 
poultry and other foods in 
which fat is combined with 
other essential nutrients can 
be dangerous, Miss 
Shinabarger warns. We need 
the nutrients in these foods to 
slay healthy. The protein and 
iron in meat and poultry; and 
vitamin A, calcium and 
riboflavin in milk are 
essential.

f A THOUGHT TO REMEMBER §

"Mommy, fix it, please." ... "Mother, help me, please." ... As 
children we knew we could count on her, and we did. She un¬ 
derstood us. She was our insulation against childish chills of fear 
and anxieties. As time goes on, many mothers hear different 
words; strange words of impatience, irritation, exasperation — 
yes, even rebellion. They hear, "Oh, mother, you just don't un¬ 
derstand." In later years, if we will only admit it, we know many 
mothers did understand things that were beyond our un¬ 
derstanding in former years. But, there are some things a mother 
should not be expected to understand at any time.

Jail urged to combat 
incorrigible drivers 


“It may become 
necessary,” Austin said, ‘‘to 
consider legislation that would 
provide in certain instances 
for, perhaps, even permanent, 
lifetime revocation of a driver 
license after an incorrigible 
driver has been suspended at 
least three times.” 
Mandatory penalty for driving 
under such revocation should 
be significant minimum 
prison confinement. 

“Further, I would attempt 
to notify the appropriate 
licensing agency in every 
other state of these lifetime 
revocations so that an 
incorrigible driver might be 
refused if he tried to get a 
license in another state. 

“It is time to crack down; to 
make life unpleasant for those 
who make life unpleasant and 
often disastrous for others on 
the highways,” Austin said. 


revocation of a driver license - 
- no matter for what period of 
time - will not, or cannot, 
guarantee that an incorrigible 
driver will be physically 
removed from behind the 
wheel of an automobile. We 
can, for certain violations, 
repossess the license plates of 
his car and police can 
impound the vehicle. 

“But the records are replete 

with cases ofscofflaw 
incorrigibles who then drive 
someone else’s car. 

“I am considering a 
proposal to the State 
Legislature that would 
provide stiffer and longer 
mandatory prison sentences 
for repeated violations of the 
traffic laws and 

accumulations of points 
against driver records. 


effective means of handling 
incorrigible drivers is to “take 
them out of circulation for 
terms long enough to 
discourage themfrom flouting 
the law in the arrogant 
manner so many of them do 
now.” 

The Secretary of State 
based his remarks upon the 
record of a young driver who 
was responsible for a multi¬ 
car wreck that killed seven 
people on a Detroit 
expressway recently. 

Pointing out that the driver 
in question had driven 
automobiles while his license 
was suspended, and that he 
had been arrested three times 
during the suspension period, 
Austin said:
